STENNIS OPPOSES 
PROPOSAL TO CHANGE 
IMMIGRATION LAWS 


(By Senator John Stennis) 


One of the most important bills 
the Congress is considering at this 
session is the proposal to change 
the immigration laws so more 
foreigners can enter the United 
States. ‘ 

Such a bill has been reported by 
the Judiciary Committee of the 
House, and the Senate Judiciary 
Committee has completed hear- 
ings on a similar proposal. 

I shall oppose this bill, as I have 
ppposed past attempts to change 
our immigration policy. Sponsors 
of the bill claim the law should be 
changed on the groun of humani- 
tarianism, in which America is 
held out as a refuge for all people 
who seek freedom and opportunity. 
I do not think, however, that we 
should abandon the immigration 
quota system that was established 
nearly 50 years ago. 

This quota system was enacted 
after many years of study, and has 
proved to be the most effective 
and fair method: to maintain the 
present makeup of our. cultural 
and social structure. Everyone 
wants to give assistance to people 
who are underprivileged, and 
denied the opportunity to earn a 
livelihood, but it is just impossible 
for America to take in everyone 
who wants to come here. We are 
faced with the problem of unem- 
ployment. It is a continuing pro- 
blem and would be made greater 
if the number of immigrants to

FARMERS MAKE GOOD 
USE OF ECONOMIC 
OPPORTUNITY LOANS 


Mississippi has made moze Eco-! 
nomic Opportunity loans to indivi- 
dual families, normally referred 
to as “poverty loans” than any 
other state, according fo Max H. 
Stone, County Supervisor, Farmers 
Home Administration. Since FHA 
started making these loans in 
January 1965 through June 30, 813 
Economic Opportunity loans in the 
amount of $1,350,860 had been 
made to individual families in Mis- 
sissippi. 

The purpose of the Economic 
Opportunity loan isto improve the 
capacity of the family, through the 
acquisition and development of re- 
sources, to produce and maintain 
a higher income and increase the 
level of living of these families, 
and to improve their financial 
situation. Seven hundred and 
eleven of these loans were made 
for agricultural purposes while 102 
were to individuals for nonagricul- 
tural purposes. Loans for nonagri- 
cultural purposes included esta-; 
blishment of small motor repair 
shop, tractor repair shop, body re- 
pair shop, washateria, beauty 
shop, bait shop, to purchase a milk 
hauling truck, etc. 


An analysis of 561 loans for 
agricultural purposes showed that 
34.2 percent of the funds went for 
purchase of livestock, 9 percent 
for the purchase of machinery and 
equipment, 13.8 percent for operat- 
ing expenses, 7 percent for con- 
struction, repair and improvement 
of buildings, 13.1 percent for other 
real estate improvements, 3.9 per- 
cents for purchase of real estate 
and 17.9 percent for refinancing of
